In treating of this Diſeaſe, I ſhall give an Account of the 
regular Gout, and afterwards of the irregular by the latter I 
mean a Gout, which by the prepoſterous Uſe of improper Me- 
dicines has been turned out of its natural Courſe, or by Reaſon 
of the Patient's weakneſs, cannot attain to its proper and ge- 
nuine Symptoms.

Hitherto you have an Account of the regular Gout, and its 
genuine Phenomena ; but when it is diſturb'd by incongruous 
Medicines, and the Patient is worn out by the long Continuance 
of the Diſeaſe, it becomes irregular, and the Subſtance of the 
Body is as it were changed into a Fomes of the Diſeaſe, and Na- 


ture becomes unequal to the Taſk of conquering the Malady 


thus changed, in the accuſtomed Manner.

In the Diet there is a Medium to be obſerved; the Patient 
ſhould neither eat more than the Stomach will digeſt, nor be ſo 
abſtemious as to defraud the Parts of ſuch a Proportion of Ali- 
ment as is neceſſary to maintain the Strength and Vigour. As 
to the Quality of the Food the Patient's Palate is to be conſulted, 
but he ſhould dine upon one Diſh of Meat only, for ſeveral 
Kinds of Fleſh eaten at the ſame Meal, diſturb the digeſtive 
Faculty more than the ſame Quantity of any one Sort.

In the Cure of a recent Chancre he firſt orders Bleeding to 
abate the Inflammation, then Fomentations to reſolve the In- 
duration, not omitting Mercurials in the mean Time, but ſo 
as. to avoid a Salivation. After which he adviſes. the Uſe of 
Sudorific Decoctions of China, Sarſaparilla, Guaiacum, and 
2 boiled with Antimony.

Glands being opened, the Mercury will more readily tend that 
Way. When I find the Looſeneſs does not anſwer the Number 
of the Frictions, nor the Quay of the Mercury made uſe of, 
I purge the Patient with Powder of Jalap, and procure copious 
Stools: which ſecure the Mouth. While the Looſeneſs is going 
on, the Friction does the Office of a Purge, and in Proportion 
as they are repeated the Flux of the Belly revives; and when it 
ſlackens or. ſtops I have Recourſe to the Clyſters and Purges of 
Jalap. I purſue this Method till the Symptoms ceaſe, and till J 
am perſuaded by the Abundance of the Evacuations, the venereal 
Poiſon is entirely drained off. By this Method I carry off the 
Pox and the Gonorrhcea at once. Dr. Douglas not only ap- 
proved, but uſed this Method with Succeſs, 0 Ts 
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The 4% Methed is Sweating with ſtrong Decoctions of Gua:- 
cum. This we have the firſt Account of from Sir Ulrick Hutton, 
who purſued it himſelf. A Pound of Guaiacum is to be boiled in 
a Gallon of Spring Water to one half, and the: Scum reſerved to 
anoint the Sores, and a ſecondary Decoctiom was to be uſed for 
common Drink. Beerbaaur, who has recommended this Me. 
thod, ſuppoſes that a Salivation will be ineffectual if every Drop 
of Fat in the Blood is not melted down into Water and carried 
off; and the Patient reduced to a death - like Paleneſs. He like- 
wiſe imagines that Guaiacum performs its Taſk by reſolving all 
the unuous Particles, whether incorporated in the common Mafs 
of Blood, or accumulated in their proper Repoſitories, and by 
emaciating the Habit ſo exquiſitely, as not to leave one Drop of 
Oil therein. But I can by no Means ſubſcribe to this Opinion, 
becauſe I have ſeen ſuch prodigious and quick Effects from the 
external Uſe of Mercury, that if it does — ſpecifically deſtroy

It makes its firſt Appearance in little Spots on the Cuticle, not 
bigger than a Pin's Point, which increaſe daily, and become 
protuberant like Pimples. Soon after, the Cuticle frets off; and 
then, inſtead of Pus or [chor, there appears white Slangbs or 
Serdes ; under which is a ſmall. red Fungus. Theſe encreaſe gra- 
dually, ſome to the Size of a ſmall Wood-Strawberry, others to 
that of a Raſpberry, others again exceed the largeſt Mulberry, 
which in Shape they very much reſemble.

"The Glands of the external Parts are not alone naked with 
this Diſeaſe; for thoſe of the Meſentery are almoſt always af.

Sometimes the Diſeaſe begins in the Meſentery; and 
ſometimes the Liver, Spleen, Womb, Lungs, Windpipe, Brain,

The Screfulz may be ſaid to be benign, wiki they are ſuperk | 


cial; when they do not much raiſe the Skin nor change its co- 
"hut; when only the Glands are puffed up, and are foft, move- 
; © able, without Adheſion and indolent. 

The malignant Scrofulæ are evident from the Largeneſs of the 
Tumor, its Hardneſs and Adheſion; from its becoming livid or 
ted; from its being painful; and when ulcerated, from the Cal- 
loſteh of the Lips of the Ulcer, and from their difficult Cure. 

We may know that other Diſeaſes proceed from a 228

Cancer is à hard, round, unequal, _ and generally 
A immoveable 8 If a livid, blackiſh, or leaden Co- 
our, ſurrounded with ſwell'd, crooked, varicous Veſſels, ; in ſome 
ſort reſembling the Feet of a Crab, i in Latin Cancer, from whence 
this Tumour takes its Name. 

A Cancer is either ocrult or manifeſt. An occult Cancer, 
at firſt with a ſmall and almoſt indolent "Tumour, about the Size 
of a Pea, or a Hazle-nut, which does not change the Colour of 
the Skin, and ſometimes lies dormant for ſeveral Years without 
making any Progreſs. . 

But as ſoon as the Virus, or virulent Humour, begins to be- 
come more active, the ſmall Tubercle becomes all of a ſudden 
a large, round, livid Tumour, with an unequal Szperficies. It 
is generally attended with an - intenſe ſhooting Pain. At 
length it begins to eat and break through the Skin, and fo be- 
comes a manifeſt or ulcerated Cancer, from whence proceeds a 
ſordid, viſcid, bloody, fanious or ichorous Matter, attended with 
an inſupportable Stench. 

Tho' a Cancer may infeſt any Part of the Body, it generally 
appears in the Breaſts, Armpits, behind the Ears, in the Lips, 
Noſe, and private Parts: Women are more ſubject to oy 
than Men. Its general Seat is the Glands, and is akin to a 
Schirras. 

An occult Cancer is known to be formed, ſays Boerbaave, when, 
after the Signs of a preceding Schirrus, a Titillation, Itching, 
Heat, Redneſs, are gradually perceived; with a ſhooting, burn- 
ing, pricking Pain. The Go lour of the Skin likewiſe changes 
from a Carnation to a deep Red ; then it becomes purple, blue- 
iſh, Livid, and at length Black: The Part feels very hard, un- 
equal and rough ; ; then it riſes with an Apex in the middle; 
the Swelling increaſes, and the adjacent Veins become tumid, 
knotty, varicous, thick and black. 

When it begins to break, the Skin is excoriated, and there 
tranſudes through it a thin, "ſharp Ichor.

A Woman about thirty, of a bad Habit of Body, upon heal-

her left Breaſt, which in eight Months increaſed to a great Bulk, 

broke, and became an ulcerated Cancer, for which I amputated the 
whole Breaſt. Several Days after ſhe ſweated plentifully, and 
the Suppuration went on well. The Sweating then ceaſed, and

Profane ; and the Perſians, whom it ſometimes viſited, as Hero- 
"dotus informs us, would not let a leprous Perſon come within the 
City Walls; and as for Foreigners, they expelled them from 
their Country. Pliny acquaints us, that it did not invade” /taly | 
till the Time of Pompey the Great, that it was brought from 
Egypt, and is peculiar to that Kingdom. And, ſpeaking of ano- 
ther Diſeaſe not much unlike the Leproſy, which was brought 
from Aſia into Italy in the Reign of Tiberius, he ſays, they were 
obliged to ſend to Egypt, the Mother of. theſe filthy Maladies, 
for Phyſicians to cure it. a " fi 

I have been the more particular in this Matter, becauſe ſome 
have thought, and perhaps not without Reaſon, that the Lepro- 
y of the Arabians, or more properly of the Africans, was the 
Parent of the Lues Venerea. Even Aftruc, who was of the con- 
trary Opinion, acknowledges it was propagated by venereal Em- 
braces, that it was endemic in Syria as well as Egypt, and was 
the Leproſy of the Jews. This is certain, that ſince the Pox 
has been curable, the Elepbantiaſis ſeems to have diſappeared, and 
2 Leproſy of the Greeks has been much leſs frequent than here- 

ore. e e A „An 
Pliny informs us, that the firſt Appearance of the Elephantia- 

fs is in the Face, particularly a ſmall Speck appears on the Noſe 
or Noſtril; and, as the Diſeaſe increaſes, the whole Body is full 
of Spots of various Colours; the Skin is thick in one Place and 
thin in another, hard and rough, with Scabs. In proceſs of Time, 
the Skin turns black, and the Diſeaſe eats away the Fleſh to the 
very Bones. Celſus obſerves, that the Spots grow tumid and 
red, and then turn black, and the Skin is covered as it were 


with Scales. Then the Body falls away, the Mouth, Legs and

H E Itch is a cutaneous Diſeaſe, ariſing from a Corruption 
of a ſerous Lymphatic Matter, ſometimes attended with 
mild, ſometimes with more obſtinate and dangerous Symptoms. 
The Itch of the milder Sort appears either with moiſt or dry 
Puſtules at firſt about the Joints, and from thence ſpreads by 
Degrees over all the Body, the Head only excepted. In the 
moilt Sort, to which Children and the Sanguineo-Phlegmatic are 
moſt ſubject, the Puſtules are more full of a purulent Matter, 
attended with a flight Inflammation, which is manifeſt from the 
Redneſs which appears round about them till it ſuppurates. The 
dry Sort chiefly attacks thoſe that are lean, old, or are of a 
Melancholico-Choleric Conſtitution : In theſe the Puſtules are 
much leſs, and excite a moſt intolerable Itching, eſpecially in 
the Night-time. The moſt uſual Places where. the Eruptions 
appear very numerous, and the Itching is greateſt, are between 
the Fingers, on the Arms, Hams, and "Thighs. 12 
This Diſeaſe is, truly and properly ſpeaking, a Diſeaſe of the 
Skin, becauſe it often is ſafely cured by Topics alone, if timely 
applied : It is contagious, and may be caught by drawing on a 
love or Stocking, wiping on the Linen, or lying in Sheets 
after Perſons infected with this Malady. Some think it owing 
to an Impurity in the Serum, and ſome to Animalcula. But, 
however that be, it often affects ſuch who have been long kept 
in Priſon, who lead inactive Lives, and are uſed to live in a

Dim and whoſe Veſſels are turgid with 
Blood and Serum. Theſe were formerly faid to be of a /anguine 
Gmftttution', and a ſubject to Hæmorrhages as long as they 
live. But the 'choleric who have larger Veſſels, whoſe Fibres 
are more ſtrongly braced, and whoſe Blood circulates with 
oreater Rapidity, are liable to a ſpitting of Blood in their Youth. 
The Sanguineo-melancholic are ſubject to the Bleeding Piles; 
and Women who. are neee lanes are obnoxious to vo- 
2 Blood. 

Boys and Youths! are d ſubject to bleed at the Noſe ; 3 
young Men the Blood ſeeks an Exit from the Lungs; 9 
Hemoptoes and Conſumptions; the Middle aged are more liable 
to hzmorrhoidal ne and decrepit old Men to piſſing 
of Blood. | 

Hæmorrhages are moſt frequent at the Spring and Fall; 
hence ſanguineous Apoplexies at thoſe Seaſons, which are no- 
thing elſe but Eruptions of the Blood in the Middle of the Brain. 
Vomiting and piſſing of Blood are more frequent in the Autumn. 
In ſome, theſe Excretions happen periodically. 

When Hæmorrhages proceed from a Fullneſs of the veſſels, 
they conduce to the 8 of Health; but when they are 
cauſed by a poiſonous acrid Matter, as in malignant and ſpotted 
Fevers, they are exceeding dangerous. Alſo when they are de- 
rived from an Infarction, Induration, and Corruption of the 
Viſcera, eſpecially of the Liver, Spleen, or Lungs, they ate ge- 
nerally fatal, becauſe they bring on a Cachexy, Dropſy, the 
Black Diſeaſe of Hippocrates, and a mortal Hectic. 

It is likewiſe remarkable, that, from whatever Part the 
Blood is about to break out, there is ſomething ſingular to be 
obſeryed in relation thereto. Thus there is a greater Heat, 
Redneſs and Diftention of the Arteries, which are Forerunners 
of a Hzmorrhage from the Noſe. A Uterine Hzmorrhage is 

receded with Laſſitude of the Body, a Pain of the Back and 
oins, a Tenſion of the Hypochondria, a Paleneſs of the Face, 
a Shivering of the Skin, and a Conſtriction of the Pores of the 
dkin. A "Spit of Blood is foreknown from an Anxiety of 
the Præcordia, > Difficulty of Breathing, a heavy, undulating 
Pain about the Diaphragm, a Flatulence in the Abdomen, and

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' hoids may be predicted from certain ſpaſtic Strictures, Flatu- 
lencies of the Abdomen, a tenſive preſſing Pain in the Os Sa- 
crum, a Languor of the Body, and a Coldneſs of the extreme 


The Cauſe of Hzmorrhages does not proceed from a Plenty of 
Blood, nor from its too Turgeſcence, nor from the Acri- 
mony of the Blood and Serum, nor from its being ſo thin as to 
ooze through the Pores of the Veſſels ; but rather from a Con- 
verſion of the Motion from without inwards; from whence an 
unequal Circulation of the Blood ariſes ; this happens when 
certain Parts remote from the Heart are ſo ſtraitened by an in- 
tenſe Stricture and Contraction of the Fibres, . that the Blood 
cannot return back through the Veins ; whence their Sy/ole be- 
ing it is transferred in greater Plenty and Force to 
incongruous Places, whence the lateral Veſſels of the ſmall Ar- 
teries, which generally carry no Blood, but {ymphe, are diſtend- 
ed too much, and at h burſt open. 
However, the Cauſe of the enormous and ſymptomatic Hæ- 
morrhages ſupervening to other tedious Diſeaſes is to be referred 


to the Infarction, Induration and Obſtruction of ſome of the 
Veſſels and Viſcera which hinder the free Paſſage of the Blood; 


ſuch as the Lungs, Liver, Spleen, Meſentery, &c. 

Now, becauſe Hzmorrhages generally proceed from ſpaſtic 
ContraQtions which ftraiten the Veins, we may comprehend why 
Hypochondriac Perſons, whoſe Stomach and whole nervous Ca- 
nal of the Inteſtines are afflicted with flatulent Diſtenſions and 
ſpaſtic Strictures from a [Diſorder of the Periſtaltic Motion, 
ſhould be fo ſubje& to hæmorrhoidal Fluxes; and why, if the 


Blood cannot make an Exit that Way, their Fits would be ſo | 


greatly exaſperated. 8 | 
But there is another Kind of Hzmorrhage which the above 


Account, chiefly extracted from Hoffman, will hardly explain; 


that is, when the Blood tends to Diſſolution and Putrefaction, 
which is the oaſe of ſome Scorbutics. Theſe, when they are other- 
wiſe ſeemingly well, unleſs a little languid and feeble, ſhall all of 
a fudden have an eruption of purple, livid, or even black Spots, 
ſometimes in particular Parts, ſometimes all over the Body, and 
ſoon after fall into profuſe, dangerous, and even ſometimes fatal 
Hzmorrhages, when they or others have ſcarce thought them 
in any Danger. There are doubtleſs many ſuch Inſtances ; and 
I know a Gentlewoman at this Inſtant who has Spots, or rather 
Patches, as large as her hand, and almoſt as black as Ink; 
and her Blood, which was taken away by an Apothecary with- 
out any Direction, was nothing but mere Gore without any Se- 
paration of the Serum from the Craſſamentum. Some of the Mat- 
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ter of theſe Spots has gradually tranſpired and left the Skin pretty 
clear, but freſh ones ariſe in other Parts of her Body. The Con- 
ſequence of this in Women, is generally a great overflow of the 
Menſes, if not profuſe Hzmorrhages, as Huxham rightly obſerves. 
Perſons of both Sexes affectod with theſe Vibices are apt to bleed 
exceſſively from the ſlighteſt Wound, and very often without any, 
from the Gums, Noſe, Guts, or urinary Paſſages, without the 
leaſt Sign of a Plethora ; which therefore muſt happen from an 
Eroſion of the Veſſels. And the Vibices themſelves ſhew that the 
Globules of the Blood are broken down and diffolved, by which 
Means they enter into the ſerous Arteries and 457 alantia, 
where, being detained from paſſing immediately off by the Cuti- 
ala, they make theſe Appearance. 

The common Hæmorrhages, ariſing from a mere Plethora,will 
allow Bleeding ſafely both by way of Prevention and Cure. But 


this is ſeldom the Caſe, tho* generally judged to be ſo. Wherefore 


the beſt Method will be to take off the Inpetus of the Blood from 
the Part, by Pediluvia, Clyfters, Frictions of the external Parts, 
and Ligatures ; with hot covering, Fomentations and Baths, 
Afterwards to relax the Strictures of the nervous Parts, gentle 
Laxatives muſt be uſed between whiles, and mild Diaphoretics ; 


likewiſe Abſtinence from plentiful Meals; by which Means the 
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Appulſe of Blood to the Noſtrils by a ſtronger 
the Heart, whereby the ſmall Arteries in the Pituitary Coat be- 
come turgid, and too much diſtended, till at length they gape 
and the Blood ruſhes out. ; 


A Blecding of the Noſe may be promoted when Perſons of 


ſedentary Lives that indulge their Appetites, and ſo become þle- 


thoric, put their Blood into extraordinary ic -rro=4r by violent 
P 


Paſſions and Exerciſe, by ſpirituous Liquors, Spices, heating, vo- 
latile Medicines, hot Baths, or pe inp chilling their Feet. 
Likewiſe the ſudden Change of Air from hot to cold, and cold 


to hot, by Fits, eſpecially at the Equinoxes, may cauſe. this 
Bleeding; as alſo when from cold and moiſt, the Air becomes 


highly elaſtic, and vice verſa, Thoſe moreover are liable to it 
who are afflicted with rheumatic, nephritic, arthritic, and iſchi- 
adic Pains, or who have Fevers or Spaſms. It ſometimes bap- 


pens before the Eruption of the ſmall Pox and Meaſles, - * 


A Hzmorrhage at the Noſe is owing to the more plentiful 4 
Motion " 
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thoſe. who have loſt a large Limb; or who labour under Ob. 
ſtructions of the Lirer and Spleen; hence, in an inveterate 
Scurvy, Dropſy, and Cie, there often Happens: a fatal Hæ- 
morrhage.

æmorrhage is more apt to return, which it doen to ſome ina 
few Days, to others in a few Hours. | 

To the Plethoric it is generally falutary ; ; and: Meath are many 
— of a Vertigo, a Scotomia, dull, heavy Pains of the Head, 
a Phrenßſy, and even an Epilepſy being carried off by a Bleeding 
at the Noſe. On the contrary, from its Suppreſſion there have 
ariſen Vertigoes, Apoplexies, Epilepſies, Convulſions, Noiſe in 
the Ears, and Hardneſs of Hearing, and even a! Gutta Serena. 

Theſe Hæmorrhages are critical and ſalutary in a Synochus on 

a ſenicritical Day, that is, between the third and fourth, or on a 

critical Day, viz. the ſeventh; for, as theſe Fevers are generally 
cauſed by a Plethara, they are carried off that Wax. 

But enormous and long continued Bleedings at the Noſe, when 
they ariſe from Spalms of the internal Parts, and are preceded 
with Coldneſs of the extreme Bars and fraung Fi i generally 
terminate in Deatn. | 
In ſpotted and a Fe evers, attended Sith: great Loſs of 
Strength, it is exceeding dangerous. In chronical Diſeaſes, 
wherein the /2/cera are decayed, it is fatal, wed often happens 
to the Cathectic and Hydropic. 


When the Blood and orgs, abound, and the Blood, by 
its expanſive Force and Turgeſcency, hinders a free Circulation | 


through the ſmalleſt Veſſels, and fo brings on this Hzmorrhage ; 
which happens chiefly when the Patient is young, in the Vernal 
Seaſon, after violent Exerciſe, or from ſome ſtrong or ſpirituous 


Eiquors after it. After a Revulſion by Bleeding there is nothing 


equal to N:tre to appeaſe the Orgaſm of the Blood, and to relax 


the ſpaſtic Stricture. Next to theſe are vegetable Acids, ſuch as 


the Juice of Sevi] Oranges, Barberries, the Water and Juice of 


Wood-Sorrel, but more eſpecially the diluted Spirit of Vitriol, 


Tincture of Roe, made with the Water of  Wood-Sorrel and 


the Spirit of Vitriol, and drank with Spring: - Water. [Five or 


ſix Spoonfuls of the common Tincture of Roſes may be given 
at a Time, and repeated as Occaſion requires, ], 

If the Bleeding is very inordinate, it will be proper to uſe cool- 
ing Emulſions, gentle or ſtronger Opiates to moderate the ſpa- 
tic Strictures, as Occaſion ſhall require. Camphire mixt with 


Nitre and Calx of Antimony will be highly neceſſary if the Mat-

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A Revulfion may be made from the Head by Bleeding in the 
Jower Parts ; then by rate Fauiluvia, and ſes the Hands 
into warm Water.

As there is often an nokia bilious Matter lodged in ha. be 
chondria, the Parent of Wind and Spaſms, the Powder of Rhu- 
barb will be proper mixt with a few Grains of Tartar Vitriolate 
and Nitre; as alſo emollient and carminative Clyſters, with A due 
Proportion of Oil. 
Externally, Refrigerants may bs! mixt with Difetients, and 
applied to the Forehead, Noſe and Neck. 

But it muſt be noted, that when the Patient is Plethorie, the 
Bleeding muſt not be ſtopped haſtily, if at all; nor when the 
Menſes in Women have been ſtopped, or die Lachia, or the 
Bleeding Piles in Men accuſtomed thereto; much leſs muſt a 
Stoppage be attempted when the Bleeding itſelf is periodical. _ 
In Perſons of a bilious Conſtitution, cold Water alone drank 
freely, has had a good Effect. 
In Symptomatical Hzmorrhages which happen in ſpotted Fe- 


vers, the Small -Pox, and Meaſles, and in ſcorbutic Eruptions, _ 


ſuch Remedies ſhould be given as allay the Heat and promote a

Theſe two Diſorders likewiſe differ as to their Cauſe and 
Seat; the hypochondriac Paſſion . exerts its petnicious Force on 
the membraneous Canal of the Inteſtines, as well as by Spaſms 
as Wind ; theſe Spaſms are owing to the Stagnation of the 
Blood in the nervous Coats of the Inteſtines, the equable Cir- 
culation through the vaſcular Syſtem of the Liver, and the Ra: 
mifications. of the Vena Porte being impeded. On the contrary, 
the Origin of the Hyſteric Spaſms is to be fought for in the 
Womb. Now as there is a moſt. cloſe Conſent between the 
Uterus and the Bladder, the uterine Spaſms are propagated to the 
Sphincter of the Bladder, from whence proceeds a conſtant Tneli- 
nation to make Water, which the Hypochondriac are free from.

On the 
other hand, thoſe who live a ſedentary Life, feed on coarſe, acid 
low Diet, who have omitted uſual Bleeding, who are oppreſſed 
with Sorrows, Cares and Diſappointments, are liable to this 
Diſeaſe ; for by theſe the Blood is thickened, the ſolid Parts 
weakened, IS conſequently the Flowing of the Menſes render- 
ed more difficult. Likewiſe ſudden Terror, and the Body bei 
expoſed to uncommon Cold during the Time of the bk 
| 7 by giving it a Check, procure Hyſteric Spaſms. Some 
are ſubject to the ſame Diſorder from the Smell of Perfumes, 
ſuch as Ambergreaſe, Civit, and Muſk. © 
However dreadful and cruel this Diſcaſe may appear, yet it is 
not very dangerous in itſelf, unleſs ill managed, or the Patient 
be exceeding weak and valetudinary; it is moſt apt to turn into 
Convulſtons and an Epilepſy ; hence ariſes the Danger of the 
hypochondriac as well as Hyſteric Paſſion. When it proceeds 
from Abortion or hard Labour, it is very liable to return from 
any flight Irritation of the nervous Syſtem. Nor is it very 
uncommon for the hypochondriac and hyſteric Diſorders to be 
united, and then the Cure is very difficult. This happens to 
Women who lead a ſedentary Life, indulge extravagant Af- 
fections of the Mind, and are guilty of Errors in Diet and 
Regimen. Te 5 
t is ſurpriſing to find in this Age, the hypochondriac Paſſion 
fearce ſo much as mentioned; for every Diſorder that is attend- 
ed with Pains, Spaſms, Flatulencies, Anxieties, is called hy/teric; 
and yet there is great Danger in not making a proper Diſtinc- 
tion; for though in the hypochondriac Diſeaſe, violent Exer- 
cile, carminative, ſpirituous, volatile, ſtomachic, and aroma- 
tic Remedies; ftimulating, neutral Salts, mineral Waters, 
bitter Cathartics, and more eſpecially Chalybeats, yield the beſt 
Affiſtance, yet they are hurtful in hyſteric Caſes ; for theſe are 
molt benefited by Bleeding, Reſt, Anodynes, nitrous Prepa- 
rations, Anti-eptleptics, Refrigerants, cold Water and Whey. 
All a Things muſt be avoided, not excepting Wine. 
In the Cure, it muſt be carefully obſerved whether the Woman 
is plethoric, or exhauſted of Blood and Strength.

' _ ..* To prevent its degenerating into a Chronic Diſeaſe, partic i- 
larly the hypochondriac Faſhion, Care muſt be taken to keep t e 
Menſes regular, which muſt be done by Balſamics, compoſed 
of Myrrh and Amber, with bitter and carminative Extracts, 
eſpecially Zedoary and Orange-Peel, made into an Elixir with a 
moderately ſpiritupus Menſiruum. This frequently taken helps 
the Digeſtion, and promotes a regular menſtrual Diſcharge. 

But it is neceſſary to obſerve, that in hyſteric Caſes, Remedies 
have a different Effect on different Women. Some cannot bear 
fetid Medicines, which to others are an immediate Relief. Some 
have fallen into a terrible Syncope, and have come to themſelves 
by ſprinkling cold Water on the Face, when more powerful and 
ſpirttuous Things have failed.

IJ tion of the Stomach and Inteſtines, ariſing from an In- 
verſion or Perverſion of their periſfaltic Motion, and by Conſent 
of Parts, throwing the whole nervous Syſtem into irregular Mo- 
tions, and diſturbing the whole animal Oeconomy, + 
This Diſeaſe is attended with ſuch a Train of Symptoms that 
i is a difficult Taſk to enumerate them all; for there is no Func- 
tion or Part of the Body, that is not ſoon or late a Sufferer by its 
Tyranny. It begins with Tenſions and windy Inflations of the 
Stomach and Inteftines, eſpecially under the ſpurious Ribs of the 
left Hypochondrium, in which a pretty hard Tumor may ſome- 
times be perceived. e e 
With regard to the Stomach, there is a Nauſea, a loathing of 
Food, an uncertain Appetite, ſometimes quite decayed, and ſome- 
times ſtrong; the Aliments are ill digeſted, breeding acid —

Viſeid Crudities; there is a preſſing, heavy Pain in the Stomach, |

Likewiſethoſe who lead ſeden- 
tary Lives, and ſtudy too hard; infomuch that this is the pecu- 
har Diſeaſe of the Learned. It frequently attacks Women, for 
. Reaſon it has been confounded with the Hyſteris Paſſion. 


The Seat of this Diſeaſe was formerly thought to be the Spleen, 
but we have naw. learnt otherwiſe, from frequent Diſſections; 
ſometimes indeed there have been Infarctions of that Viſcus, but 
then no acute Pain has proceeded from it, nor has it given Riſe 
to this Diſeaſe, Sydenham thought this Diſorder was cauſed by the 
Araßia of the Animal Spirits, rather than from any Fault in the 
Fluids; and that they ruſh'd impetuouſly and in too great Plenty 
into one Part more than another. Purcell ſuppoſed the primary 
Cauſes to be Crudities and Indige/tion, which commonly before 
the coming on of the Fit produce a Heavineſs and Diſorder in 
the Stomach, a Rumbling and Murmuring in the Guts, which 
occaſion a Diſorder in the Spirits, the proximate Cauſe of this 
Diſtemper. Hoffman deſcribed this Diſeaſe to the preternatural 
Conſtitution of the periſtaltic Motion of the Stomach and Guts, 
partly weakened and deſtroyed in one Place, and too- intenſe in 
another, and every where inverted tending from below upwards ; 
and from this he accounts for all the Symptoms. The mediate 
Cauſes he would have to be the Stagnation of the Blood and vi- 
tal Fluids between the nervous and muſculous Coats of the Inte- 
ſtines, which is generally owing to the too flow Circulation through.

They only differ in Degree, and with Regard to the Lime of 
Invaſion. Melancholy may be looked upon as the 2 Diſeaſe, 
of which Madneſs is only the Augmentation, Hor. 
When Perſons begin to be melancholy, they are ſad, dejected 
and dull, without any apparent Cauſe ; they tremble for Fear, 
ae deſtitute of Courage, ſubject to Watching, and fond of So- 
litude 3 they are fretful, fickle, captious and inquiſitive ; ſome- _ 
times. niggardly to an Exceſs, and ſometimes fooliſhly profuſe” 
and prodigal. They are generally coſtive, and when they diſ- 
charge their Excrements they are often dry, round, and covered 
with a black, bilious Humour.

The Top, ſays Allen, is full of Venom, and the very Centre 


and Repoſitory of terreſtrial Poiſons. If they have no Teeth, 


yet their Gums are hard and rough, and by a_ powerful Adhe- 
ſion ſo. operate upon the Part as to inſtil their Venom therein. 
The Virulence of this Animal ſeems to conſiſt in their Rage or 
their Excrements, particularly in a ſharp, cauſtic Urine impreg- 


nated with a volatile Salt; for when they are dead they are ſaid 


to be not at all venomous. They diſcharge their Venom on 
Herbs by piſſing, ſpitting and vomiting, eſpecially on Strawber-

As for the true Mineral Poiſaus, they were entirely unknown

But Orpiment, which they called Arſenick, as 
Celſus teſtifies, and looked upon as a Poiſon, is void of all Vi-

noxious than the former. Indeed it muſt be owned that the 
above Catalogue are not altogether friendly to human Nature,

But nothing is more erroneous than to call Orpiment a Poiſon, 
and to confound it with yellow factitious Arſenick. But the 
Moderns are altogether inexcuſable for making ſuch a Miſtake, 
Orpiment is a ſulphureous Mineral of a golden Colour, conſiſt- 
ing of thin Lamina or ſhining Scales, and is brought to us from 
the Mountains of Mpſia near the Helleſpont. This reduced to 
Powder, and held to the Fire in a Ladle, barns and emits a 
Flame with a whitiſh yellow Smoak, over which, if you hold 
a Knife, it tinges it with a beautiful gold Colour, leaving behind 
a ſort of ſandy Particles. The Smoak has a fetid, ſulphureous 
Smell. Whereas. common Arſenick flies quite away in thick, 
White Smoak, with a moſt fetid Garlick Smell, without any 
Flame, and it tinges a Plate of Iron white. It has no draftic 
Qualities, either as a Cathartic or an Emetic, as I have often 
tried upon Dogs, to whom I have given a Dram and a half 


without any Hurt.

In the other 
Sort, which is improperly called a Meals, they ſee nothing 
at all, except in a clear and bright Light. This Infirmity ariſes 
from a naturally bad Formation of the Eye, and is therefore in- 
curable. The Preſbytopia may likewiſe be aſſiſted by cephalic 
and ſtrengthening Medicines, by watry and vinous Infuſions, and

A Strabiſmus, commonly called Squinting, is an unequal Con-

towards the Noſe, Temples, Forchead or Cheeks; whereby a 
Perſon cannot behold an Object directly. Infants readily con- 
tract this Diſtemper, ſometimes for Want of Care in the Nurſes, 
who place the Cradles in a wrong Poſition, with regard to the 
Light, Children likewiſe, while growing up, ſometimes fall 
into this Diſorder, either from ill Cuſtoms contracted in playing, 
or by Contagion and looking on others who are affected with it.

T\HE Fiftula Lachrymalis is a Diſeaſe which attacks the 
great Caruncle in the inward Corner of the Eye, which, 
ſtopping up the natural Paſſage of the Tears, forces them to 
run-down the Cheek; but this is the firſt Degree of the Diſeaſe. 
The ſecond is, when Pus is mixed with the Tears, which pro- 
ceeds ſometimes from an Opening in the Skin, between the 
Noſe and the great Corner of the Eye. The laſt is, when the 
Pus has not only corroded the neighbouring Parts which are 
ſoft, but has affected the Bone which lies underneath. - This 
Sort of Fiſtula ſometimes turns cancerous ; and Riderius adviſes 
not to meddle with it at all. | | 5 
Whatever may be the Cauſe of this Diſorder, whether of the 
Small-Pox or the French Diſeaſe, it always ſtops up the Naſal 
Conduit. Anel, a French Surgeon, has treated this Diſorder in 
a new Manner, when they are recent. He introduces a ſmall 
Probe through a Lachrymal Punctum into the Lachrymal Sack, 
and into the Noſe, in order to break the Concretions which ſtop 
up the Canal; and likewiſe he forces in an Injection by another 
Lachrymal Point with a Syringe, in order. to clear the Canal. 
But another ingenious Surgeon [ Foret] when I was at Paris, 
ſays Sharp, has diſcovered a new Method, by which he declares, 
he has cured ſeveral Fiſtulæ Lachrymales, without making an In- 
ciſion into the Lachrymal Sack ; it is ſomewhat in Anel's Man- 
ner, who employed balſamic Injections, by the Puncta Lachry- 
malia, in order to deterge the Ulcers of the Sack, and to open 

the Obſtruction of the Ductus ad Naſum; but this Surgeon paſſes

He does not introduce the Canula when be flings up the Injec- 
tion, which is uſually twice a Day; but when he has once paſt 
it into the Ductus ad Naſum, he leaves it there for nine or ten 
Days, and then exchanges it for a clean one, which he conti- 
nues from time to time, tlll the Fiſtula is cured by the Injections. 
The Canula is a Semi-circle, about an Inch and an Half Dia- 
meter, with a ſmall Portion of it at the Handle, almoſt ſtrait, 
ſo that it nearly reſembles. the Figure of a Sickle.

whence crude and undigeſted Humours will ariſe, and prevent 
Digeſtion ; which is often known from a Senſe of Weight in 
the Stomach, or from copious Wind and Eructations of various 
Kinds, chiefly the nidorous and acid ; orfrom a Nauſea and Reach- 


ing to vomit. In old Perſons, when the whole Body is feeble, it 


may proceed from Want of Spirits, or the Fluids being defective, 
or a Debility of the contractive Force and Motions of the 
Stomach, whence an univerſal Decay proceeds. | 

This Diſorder is more often a Symptom of other Diſeaſes, 
particularly the acute, Inflammations, Aſthma, Dropſy, hypo- 
chondriac Paſſion, Melancholy, the Gout, Vomiting, or Dy- 
ſentery ; or when the Humours are ſo corrupt,. and the Spirits

O ile Cardialgia, or Pain of the Stomach. 


On all Pains of the Stomach; the Cardialgia is moſt ſevere. It 
is a ſpaſmodick Pain of the Orifice of the Stomach, ſome- 
times of the right and ſometimes of the left. One kind of this Diſ- 
order may proceed from a ſharp cauſtick, or poiſonous Matter; 
ſometimes it ariſes from the bilious Paſſion, from a Dyſentery or a 
eauſtick Bile. At other times it may proceed from the Blood, when 
any uſual Evacuations are ſuppreſs'd, and the nervous Membranes 
of the Stomach are diſtended thereby. Hence it often happens to 
Women, after the fiftieth Year ; and in the Cure Bleeding or 
Scarifications are proper; on the other Hand, if it is deduc'd 
from a cauſtick Matter in the Stomach, oily appeaſing things, 


Aſſes Milk, and Infuſion of Camomile Flowers, Cream, wit 
Abſorbents are-proper. It muſt be diftinguiſh'd from a painful 


Infl.tion of the Stomach, in which there is a Tumor like a Blad- 
der under the falſe Ribs, chiefly on the left Side, and under the 
Pit of the Stomach ; but the Lokation is generally on the right 
Side, with great Difficulty of Breathing. Fhis is common in 
Infants before they are weaned, but more ſo in Hypochondriacks, 
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O Flatulencies and Eructations. 231 


If it proceeds from the Remains of the Aliment grown ſharp, "I 


whence Flatulencies ariſe, it generally gives way to Tea or 
Coffee alone, or a Decoction of Camomile Flowers, eſpecially 
mixt with Stomachics, likewiſe Preparations of Fennel, Aniſe, 
Orange Peel, and other Carminatives are uſeful. As alſo a 
Dram of the Powder of Orange-Peel, or Camomile Flowers, 
with a few Grains of Saffron, in an Ounce or two of Wine. 

When the Stomach is too much filled with Aliment difficult 
of Digeſtion, or fat Things, a gentle Emetic will be neceſſary, 
eſpecially if there's a Nauſea or Reaching to vomit, after which, 
a ſufficient Quantity of warm Water muſt be drank, to waſh the 
Stomach ; this will beſt be promoted with a Decoction of Carduus 
Benedictus, or half a Dram of Tartar Vitriolate, Salt of Worm-

In a very violent Cardialgia, from Congeſtions of Blood, Vo- 
mits are improper, but Bleeding neceſſary, with antiſpadmodics 
of Tartar Vitriolate, Nitre, Cinnabar, Crabs Eyes, and the 
like, in a proper Vehicle; as alſo Spirit of Hartſhorn mixt with 
Tincture of Tartar to 50 or 60 Drops. To theſe may be added 
Emollient and Anodyne Clyſters, and a Bladder of hot Milk, 
with Camomile Flowers, applied to the Pit of the Stomach.

TFFICULTY of Urine ariſes generally from a Stone, 
from an Inflammation of the Kidneys, or the Neck of 

the Bladder : in ſanguine Perſons, it may proceed from the Sup- 
preffion of ſome uſual Hæmorrhage, or from the blind Piles; or 
there may be a Congeſtion of Blood, in the ſpungy or caver- 


nous Part of the Urethra, which may be ſo diſtended and in- 
Hated; as not to tranſmit the Urine, or at leaſt with great Diffi- 


culty. In ſome it may be owing to a Spaſm of the Neck of the 
Bladder, or to ſharp Urine ; in others to a Palſy of the Bladder; 
or a Caruncle of che Uzethra';; or from a Tumor, Abſceſs, or 
Ulcer in the proftrate Gland; or from its being too large, or 


indurated, as often happens. Likewiſe in bloody Urine it is 


not ſeldom ſuppreſs d, at leaſt it is expelled with great Pain and 
Trouble, which proceeds from a Concretion of Blood.  Etmul- 


ler affirms, that a Dyſury is generally occaſion'd from the want 


of Mucus of the urinary Paſſage, or its being worn off. 

As the Cauſes of an Iſchury are various, they ought to be 
carefully diſtinguiſhed from each other. When it proceeds from 
an Inflammation of the Kidneys, the Pain and Heat are princi- 
pally in that Region, attended with a Fever; if from a Stone 
in the Kidneys, it is accompanied with vomiting; if from a 
Stone in the Bladder, there is a violent Pain in the Bladder, 


which is extended to the very Extremity of the Urethra ; a Mu- 
ct or Pus is excreted with pale Urine, and upon proper Exa- 


mination, the Stone may be felt; but the moſt certain Sign is 


- ſearching the Bladder with a Catheter. When this Diſorder 


arifes from a Stone in the Urethra, it may be eaſily felt. If 
from an Inflammation of the Neck of the Bladder, there is a 


Tumor and Pain in the Perinæum, as often as the Place is touch - 
ed; but it may be beſt perceived by thruſting the Finger into 
the Anus, and turning it up towards the Bladder, for a Tumor 


will be perceived by the Phyſician, and by the Patient, a burning 
and prefling Pain; and when a Catheter is introduced into the 
Urethra, an Impediment will befelt near the Neck of the Blad- 
der, which will hinder. it from proceeding further. To theſe 
Signs may be added, when the Diſorder is great, a Tene/mus, à 
Conſtriction of the Anus, an Anxiety of the Præcordia, Cold- 
neſs of the extreme Parts, vomiting and a febrile Pulſe. When 
the cavernous Subſtance of the Urethra is too much diſtended 
with Blood, and the Urine is ſuppreſs' d, a Silver Pipe — 
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be admitted into the Urethra, eſpecially if the Patient abounds 
with Blood. When there is a Spaſm in the Neck of the Blad- 
der, it appears from the Cauſes aforeſaid, and likewiſe the Pa- 
tient perceives a Spaſmodick Conſtriction about the Neck of the 
Bladder, and a Catheter will paſs thereto, but no farther; and 
there is no Signs of a Stone in the Urethra or Bladder. 
If the Urine is ſharp, and produces a Spaſm, we may diſcover 
it from a very ſtinking Urine, eſpecially if the Patient is very _ 
old or ſcorbutick ; and there are many ſaline Particles in the 
Urine, like Lime. When there is a Garnele in the Neck of 
the Bladder, it may be known from the Signs mention'd in the 
Lues Jenerea, where the Cure is treated of.

When the urinous Paſſages are obſtructed by ſolid Bodies, 
that is, the Peluis of the Kidnies, the Ureters or the Neck of 
the Bladder, or the Urethra, from a Stone contained therein; it 
it be ſmall, Diureticks will be proper, which are mentioned in 
a Fit of the Gravel or Stone; to which may be added a De- 
coction of Eryngo-Robt and Epſom Salt, or Selters Waters, taken 
often therewith.

Powders of Crabs Eyes, ſaturated with the Juice of Oranges or 
Lemons, Sperma ceti, Tartar Vitriolate, Nitre and Cinnabar, 
to which may be added the Water of Chervil or Parſley; with 
roaſted Onions applied hot to the Region of the Pubes, Peri- 
num, or Cataplaſms of Wheat-Flour boiled in Milk, with 
Butter and a little Saffron, or with white Lilly Roots, Mal- 
lows, Marſh-Mallows, or Camomile Flowers applied to relax 
the Spaſm of the Neck of the Bladder; or with a Bladder of hot 
Milk in which Camomile Flowers have been boiled; with emol- 
lient and reſolvent Clyſters of Camomile Flowers boiled in Milk 
with Oil or freſh Butter: But if all theſe fail, a Catheter. is to be 
introduced into the Neck of the Bladder, to- break the Concre- 
tion, and evacuate the Urine. VS TED 
When there is an Ulcer in the Bladder, which will appear 
from purulent and fetid Urine, with a moſt violent Pain in the 
Bladder, as if a Stone was contained therein; all ſharp and ſti- 
mulating Things muſt be avoided, and the Infuſions of vulnerary 
abſorbent Roots and Herbs muſt be given, with Mucilages and 
ſoft Balſamicks, efpecially Balſam of Mecca, Tolu, c. with a 
moderate Uſe of Quickſilver, eſpecially if the Cafe is Venereal. 
Then Mineral Waters may be drank, either alone or with warm 
Milk, for ſeveral Weeks, or the hot Bath Waters: To theſe 
may be added Injections of a Decoction of the traumatick Herbs, 
ſuch as Agrimony, St. Fohn's Wort, Plaintain, or Yarrow; or 
in their Stead, Milk with Syrup of Marſh-Mallows, or freſh 
Butter, or Oil of St. 'Fobn's Wort. Wh . 
If there is a Difficulty of Urine in pregnant Women towards 
the laſt Months, Diureticks muſt be ſhunned. The beſt Reme- 
dy in this Caſe is to eaſe the Preſſure upon the Part, but if that 
will not do, to uſe a Catheter. ä | 

Lagſtly, if it proceeds from a Swelling of the proftrate Gland, 
or it is become ſcirrhous, it muſt be treated as ſuch, as will be 
hereafter taught. | 
But if theſe Remedies will not do, the Bladder muſt be pierced 
with a Trochar, which is called the Puncture of the Perinæum; 
and when the Perforation is made, the Water muſt be evacuated, 
as in the Dropſy : The Inſtrument muſt be left in the Wound, 
and be faſtened in ſuch a Manner that it does not fall out, that 
ſo the Urine may be made as often as there is occaſion: It is a 
troubleſome Operation, but the only one left. 5 
In the Dyſury or Iſchury of old Perſons, Remedies will ſcarcely 
avail; however Analepticks are proper, with terra foliata Tar- 
tari, or Tincture of Tartar alone, or mixt with dulcified Spirit 
of Nitre; likewiſe Emulſions of Violet Seeds, with 1 or 
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Parſiey Water, with a little ſpirituous Cinnamon Water, or 

Emulſions of Peach Kernels taken often. 
Externally roaſted Garlick, or Onions and Chervil, may be 
uſed as 2 Cataplaſm; or Oil of Scorpions, Juniper, Amber, 
my be uſed as a ſtimulating Liniment, on the Region of the 
Pubes and Perinæum. If the Patient lives luxuriouſly, or uſual 


Hæmorrhages are ſtopt, Bleeding is proper. If theſe fail, a Ca- 


theter muſt be uſed, or a Puncture of the Bladder ; if the Cauſe 
is in the Kidnies, they muſt be omitted. Beſides the Internals, 
the Region of the Kidnies muſt often be anointed with Oil of 
Scorpions, Juniper, and Amber, and an emollient Cataplaſm 
muſt be laid thereon ; ſometimes emollient Clyſters and Baths 
are of great Service. When the Diſorder is inveterate, no Cure 
can be expected. P

The indurated Glands of the Neck, in Boys, proceed from 


Voracity and a bad Diet, which are to be cured by correcting 
the corrupt Humours by Exerciſe, by the Force of Nature, and 
the Length of Time. When this is not perform'd, and they 
encreaſe and multiply, they become ſcrophulous, and are called 
the King's-Evil; when they are large, they are called Strumæ; 


but theſe are ſeldom indurated Glands, but rather tunicated Tu- 


mors, which contain various bad Humours in Bags, and encreaſe 
to a wonderful Size, inducing various grievous Evils. i

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It is cuſtomary to attempt the Cure, by various external Re- 
medies; but theſe are ſcarcely ſufficient without correcting the 
Intemperies of the Humours, for otherwiſe they generally grow 
worſe. 1 „ 

The. Remedies for indurated Glands, are Emollients and 
Diſſolyents; ſuch as the Infuſions and Decoctions of reſolving 


Roots, Woods, and Herbs, taken twice or thrice in a Day; 


for Inſtance, the Roots of Sarſaparilla, with Guaiacum ; as alſo 
the Bark of Guaiacum, China, and Saſſafras Root; or of the 
Roots of. Scrophularia, or /incetoxicum. Likewiſe a Decoction 


of Guaiac with Liquoriſh Root, with the Infuſion and Decoction 


of Roſemary-with Sugar, 
Beſides theſe, ſuch Powders as attenuate the viſcid Blood, 


ſuch as the Pulvis ad Strumas, of the A gu/tan Diſpenſatory, to 


which may be added a Grain of Cinnabar, or Mercuriis Duldcis. 
Likewiſe the Crude Powder of Antimony, eſpecially with a 
Grain of Mercurius Dulcis in every Doſe, which is very uſeful 
in diffolving the Glands in the Neck of Boys.

Diabetes happens when the Urine. comes away crude, ex 
ceeding the Quantity of Liquids drank, attended with 
Weakneſs, which generally proceeds from the Kidneys, which 


are too weak and lax, eſpecially in thoſe who have been ac- 


cuftom'd to drink too much. HEI Tr. rn 
+ Lifter obſerves, that a Diabetes comes ſlowly on, and is a long 
while in Breeding. In the Beginning, the Mouth is dry, and 


the Spittle a little white and frothy; the Urine being ſomewhat 


more than , uſual, with a ſmall Thirſt. A Heat begins to be 
perceived in the Bowels, which is a little pungent ; . the Patient 
falls away, and the Mind is anxious and unſtable, . In time the 
Thirſt greatly encreaſes, the Urine is plentiful, and. the Body 
waſtes. When they, make Water without Intermiſſion, the 
Thirſt becomes intolerable; and though much is drank, it is 
not proportionable to the Water. When the Urine is retained 


a little while, there is a Swelling of the Loins, Ilia, and. Teftes, 
and it comes away with Pain. Now. Death is at hand. The 


Urine is pale, but if I remember right, not ſweet ; but it is 
more ſweetiſh at laſt than at fiſft. 
Sydenham obſerves, that the Juices brought into the Blood, go 
off by Urine ; whence the Strength gradually fails, the Body 
waſtes, and its Subſtance is drain d away; there is alſo a Thirſt,

A Weating is rarely a Diſeaſe of itſelf, but the Effect or Symp- 
J tom of ſome other: Sometimes a copious Sweat is a ſaluta- 
ry critical Excretion, which frees the Body from many noxious 
Humors, or at leaft from thoſe that are ſuperfluous, as in Ca- 
tarrhs, Fevers, and other Diſorders. When it is a Symptom, 
which debilitates the Patient exceſſively, as in Hecticks, Con- 
ſumptions, in ſome malignant and other Fevers, it is then ſaid 
to be colliquative. | | e e 
When Sweating ariſes from too great plenty of Humors, it is 
not to be ſtopped; for I have known many, who have ſweated 
eatly in a Morning in Bed, without any Harm, and without 
. their Lives, and who were always diſordered when it 
ceaſed. Therefore it ſhould never be ſtopp'd, by taking off the 
Bed-cloths, nor by Cold, nor by aſtringent Medicines, nor by 
Opiates ; but-if it be troubleſome or prejudicial, the Patient 
muſt riſe early in the Morning, and go into the cool Air, uſing 
a {paring Diet and Laxatives, that the Courſe of the Humours 
may be turned another way; for the encreaſing of one Eva- 
cuation leſſens another, for which Reaſon Diuretics are uſe- 
The exceſſive Sweating of hectic and conſumptive Patients, 
is never ſalutary, but renders them weak, wherefore it is a 
Symptom, and never ceaſes till the Diſeaſe is cured. Neverthe- 
leſs it may be diminiſhed by light Covering, attemperatin 
Powder of Crab's Eyes with Nitre, taken in the Evening; 2 


it will be proper to add a Grain or two of Storax Pills, with a 


ſufficient Quantity of Whey, or Butter-Milk, or an Emulſion: 
If it will not yield to theſe, and a Flux of the Belly ſupervenes, 
it is all over with the Patient. 1

T we have already treated of the Cure of ſome parti- 


cular cutaneous Diſorders, yet it will not be improper to 


give a general Idea thereof, and the Method of treating them, 
which ſhall chiefly be extracted from the judicious Henan. 

Diſeaſes of the Skin, whether of the exanthematous, puſtulous, 
or itchy Kind, ariſe from an impure and acrid Serum, ſtagnat- 
ing between the Vaſa Exhalantia, and the nervous and tendinous 
ſmall Fibres of the Skin, which are by this Means corroded. 
They are differently denominated, from the various Degrees of 
Acrimony in the Sumter by which they are produced. Thus 
there is a moiſt or dry virulent, malignant, or venereal Itch; a 


Pjora, a Serpigo, a Leproſy, an Impetigo,anElephantiafis, an Herpes 


Miliaris, or Exedens, a Tinea Capitis, and a Gutta Roſacea. 
The mildeſt is the benign Itch, whether it be moiſt or dry. 
The Moiſt generally attacks Infants, and Children of ſanguines- 
phlegmatick Conſtitutions ; the Puſtules are turgid, with a fa- 

nious purulent Matter; whereae the dry Itch principally ſeizes 

Perſons who are lean and old, of a melancholy and cholerick 

Temperament; in theſe the Puſtules are ſmaller, with a ſerous 

Ichor, which by irritating the Fibres of the Nerves, under the 

Cuticula, produces an intolerable Itching and Heat. 

The dry, ſcaly, and cruſty Itch, after the Cuticle is abraded, 
leaves bloody Spots on the Skin, and is called an Impetige or 

Tetter. Theſe chiefly aſſault ſcorbutick and cacochymick Pa- 


tients, and is called a leprous P/ora, when it ariſes to a very 
reat Height; the worſt Kind affects the Head, and the whole 


ody is covered with a Cruſt. And the Skin being ulcerated, 
diſcharges a ſerous, corroſive Sanies of an highly fetid Smell; 
the Appetite is ſharp, and the Thirſt inſatiable. | 


When an Impetigo ſucceeds the venereal Diſeaſe, it affects the 


whole Body, chiefly the Face, with Nodes and Tophi. This is 
called a venereal Impeti go. | | K i 


The Serpigo, or Herpes Miliaris, whoſe Puſtules reſemble a 


Millet Seed, only affects particular Parts, as the Legs, Hands, 
Thighs, Scratum, and Perincœum, on which atiſe itchy Puſtules, 
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without Moiſture,” which fall off in Scales, but return 504 rd 
This ſometimes affects the Head. To this may be | 
Scurf familiar to old Men, which though without Fulle 
cauſes a frequent Scratching. The Herpes ſometimes attacks 
the Pubes, Scrotum, and even the End of the Inteſtinum Rectum, 
eſpecially when the Bleeding Piles begin to ceaſe. . 

The Herpes Exedens, called by Celſus the Ignis Sacer, is not 


unlike an ulcerated Ery/ipelas, and corrodes the whole Skin 


with an Ulcer; and ſeparates into Scales, ſometimes thick and 
ſometimes thin, chiefly about the hairy 1 0 and when it diſ- 
appears, it leaves hard Tumours behind.. -- . 

When a malignant Herpes ſeizes the Breaſt and Procordia 


and encircles the Body like a Belt of an Hand's Breadth, it is 


called Zona Ignea, or the Shingles. It may ariſe from improba- 


ble Cauſes ; for an Ulcer of the Leg ill cured, has produced it. 


The cru/ly and | ſcaly Itch, which ſeizes the Legs, is called by 
fome the Elephantiaſis. Theſe are ſwelled and full of Cruſts, 
which being abraded, leave itching and vellicating reddiſh Spots; 
whence a thick Humour being diſcharged, it forms freſh Cruſts 
and Scales. 

But the true Lepra of the Arabian, or the Elepbantiaſis of the 
Greets, is much more loathſome: It is a chronical Diſeaſe which 


affects the whole Body, even the Bones, and the Skin is covered 


with Spots and Tumours, which from being red, at laſt turn 
black. The Body falls away, while the Face, Legs, and Feet, 
are enormouſly ſwelled. When the Diſeaſe is inveterate, the 

ingers and Toes are hid in the Tumor, and a Light Fever ari- 
ſing. carries the Patient off | 

The Iich and Leproſy differ greatly from the white ſordid 
Ulcers, which appear principally on the muſcular Parts, as the 
Back, Arms, Legs, Thighs, and Loins, diſcharging a putrid 


Sanies, ſometimes Worms lodge in theſe Veen, Which are 


hard to be extirpated. 


Theſe Diſorders are generally contagio us, 9 4 by the 
Skins of Animals and woollen Cloaths.

Puſtules, is apparent from the Blood, which in theſe Diſorders 
is viſcid, and as it were condenſed into a_Coagulum, infomuch 
that it can hardly be ſepa ratet. . 
HhHeeſides the peculiar, State of the Body in theſe Diſorders, 
there are many concurrent Cauſes, ſuch as the Suppreſſion of 
uſual Bleedings, whether natural or artificial, eſpecially if the 
Patient 4s luxurious.

Io theſe we may join bad Digeſtion, voracious Eating, in- 
congruous Food, ſmoak-dry'd Fleſh, ſalt Bacon and Pork, fat 
Aliments, crude Summer Fruits, Pulſe, acid Wines, Malt Li- 
quors, and impure Waters. By theſe Means falt, viſcid, and

good, yet it proves nothing, for the preciſe Conſtitutions of dif- 
ferent Women is unknown to any Phyſician ;. for it is impoffible 
for him to prove that the Conſtitutions. of any two are ex- 


actly alike, and, which ought to have been added, that they ob- 
ſerve a Regimen exactly the ſame. The moſt barbarous Nations 
are perſuaded of the Moon's Influence in this Caſe, and it ought 
not to be rejected, becauſe we are ignorant how it is perform d. 
That Oyſters and Muſcles are more fat and plump at the full than 
the new Moon, I can aſſert upon my own Experience. This Fact 
has been often obſerved in different Ages, and Hughes, in his Na- 


tural Hiſtory of Barbadoes, has taken Notice of the ſame; but

Age, from the Cauſcs preceding; from his Brothers or Siſters 
having the ſame Diſeaſe; from a flaccid Tumour of the Head and 
Face, from a flabby looſe Skin; from a Swelling of the Abdomen; 
From a falling away of the reſt of the Parts, eſpecially of the 
Muſcles; from Protuberances of the Epiphyſes of the Joints, ſuch | 
as the Wri ncles, Knees, Elbows, c. From the Mag- 
nitude of the jugular Veins and Arteries, while the reſt decreaſe. 
[The Legs grow crooked.) 

In thoſe that have begun to walk, beſides the former Signs,
